There are many reasons for decreasing harmony 
in the independent form. 
Inevita bly misunderstand­ 
ings arise. 
There is no ever present bond of sy m­ 
pathy . based upon immediate information and under­ 
standing. between the central orga niza tion and the 
participating agency . 
In the independent ty pe, the 
tendency toward dictatorship is ex ceedingly strong. 
Bickerings over ex penditures, criticism of a gency 
policies by a directorate that may not ha ve a single 
person upon it who sy mpathizes with the a gency s 
purposes, cutting of budgets in a cold-blooded effort 
to reduce the community ’s total— these are develop­ 
ments of the independent form of organization. The 
result is that frequently participating agencies become 
dissatisfied with the Community C h e s t t h e y would 
like to be out of it so that they could raise their own 
money and work out their own destinies without be­ 
ing bound down by 
an 
unsy mpathetic governing 
body . 
And when agencies become dissatisfied, it be­ 
comes increasingly hard for the Community Chest 


to raise its money .

Harmony , sy mpathy and understanding between 
die Santa Ana-Tustin organization and the participat­ 
ing agencies has marked their relations throughout 
the two y ears in which this community has had its 
~hest. 
The directors are ex pecting each agency to 
live within its quota, and each agency is striving 
conscientiously and with good spirit to do so.

The difference* between the American and the 
European attitudes toward fire hazards are definite. 
The tendency in the United Sta tes is to build hur­ 
riedly of combustible materials. 
Europe constructs 
slowly of solid masonry . 
Americans cheerfully pay 
high insurance rates to cover fire hazards. 
Europeans 
secure lower rates by maintaining safer conditions, 
^ e r ic a has elaborate and ex pensive fire ex tinguish­ 
ing apparatus. 
Europe’s la ck in this line is compen­ 
sated for in its more thorough methods of fire preven- 


tion. 
, 
Here, fire is regarded as a misfortune, and sy m­ 
pathy is given the owner of the destroy ed property . 
Abroad, fire is looked upon as a crime; investigation 
follows and culpable persons are punished. 
Here, 
fire insurance is supposed to prevent loss to the own­ 
er of the property . 
Europeans understand that y ou 
ca n’t burn down a building without incurring loss, 
and they realize that ultim ately the whole community 


is tax ed for such waste. 
The American point of view seems to he that the 
insurance monev has been ex cha nged for the destroy ­ 
ed property . 
The foreign point of view is that there 
has been an absolute loss of resources for which the 
owner can be only partly indemnified. 
If Americans can be made to take fire prevention 
more seriously by converting them to the foreign point 
of view, somebody should 
undertake 
and 
carry 
through the necessary educational drive to that end.
